Claims Railway Mail 
Service More Dependable 
Than Air Mail Service 





In a publication named “Rail- 
road Data,” there is an article 
wherein the Railway Mail Asso- 
ciation makes the claim that Rail- 
way Mail Service is more de- 
pendable than Air Mail Service. 


This is a matter that will have 
much attention following the war 
and alréady the Railways are be- 


of mail. 


the Airmail service is under a 
tremendous handicap at present. 
Doubtless when the war is over 
we will find air transportation of 
mail doing an almost 100% job in 
its handling, whereas we now see 
sO many postage stamps on air- 
mail letters with the familiar 
RMS cancellation. 


It is interesting to see the claims 
put forth by the Railway Mail Ser- 
vice Association and we print the 
same herewith. 


“We believe the Railway Mail 
Ass6ciation and the railroads can 
give valuable aid to each other in 
planning for the postwar era by 
close and friendly cooperation in 
solving our mutual problems. The 
advantages of Railway Post Of- 
fice Service over Air Mail Service 
should therefore be emphasized 
and improved.’” 


“Distribution en route is the 
specific function of the Railway 
Mail Service, whereas mail haul- 
ed by air lines must be set down 
for Railway Post Office distribu- 
tion somewhere en route or car- 
ried to destination and delayed 
during such process, while mail 
transported by Railway Post Of- 
fice Service is ready for connec- 
tion and carrier service on arrival 
and at times is dispatched before 
arrival at terminal of run.” 


“Railroad service is dependable 
and coordinated, and regular con- 
nections with Star routes, High- 
way Post Office, and Railway 
Post Offices are maintained. Noth- 
ing is to be gained by reaching a 
connection point earlier.” 


“The best record of performance 
of trips completed by air line com- 
panies is 89.29 per cent, leaving 
nearly 11 per cent of trips un- 
completed. Such a record falls 
far short of being good enough for 
an efficient postal service.” 

“We believe that trains should 
be made up so far as possible to 
run through to destination with- 
out switching, loading, and dis- 
charging first class mail only, op- 
erating storage on less important 
trains. It would seem unfair to 
hold railroads to regula ions that 
do not apply to air lines, and on 
routes where competition is evid- 
ent, trains should not be handicap- 
ped by holding for all classes of 
mail,” 

“If the railroads inaugurate fast 
reliable service, insuring connec- 
tions at terminals, with adequate 
facilities for distribution en route, 
we believe the public will be given

since I’ve started to send these out. Many of the letters 
claim these are one of the finest philatelic aids ever 
introduced Perhaps. Am not particularly satisfied with 
the first set of maps turned out but the second group 
now ready for distribution is a vast improvement. 


The idea is quite simple. Many a collector has wanted 
maps of the various countries he is interested in. to il- 
lustrate his collection all the better. One can cut up an 
atlas, it’s true, but it’s a messy job and looks like it, no 
matter how one dresses up an atlas map. One can draw 
a map but it does take at least half a day to produce 
even a single map and if colors are desired, well most 
of us just forget about the whole business. 


What I supply are neat uniform size maps specially 
hand drawn for collectors and printed on an offset litho- 
graphic press in from 4 to 7 colors! They are small enough 
to fit on any album page. At present am not printing 
them in any particular order but later on will have them 
available in sets such as all the British Colonies, French 
Colonies, Western Hemisphere etc.. etc. In fact the pro- 
gram calls for an eventual 800 different maps, available 
in any grouping desired at a very low cost! Such sets 
will only be available to subscribers. 


I have invested $12,000.00 in proper printing equip- 
ment etc., plus two hours daily to produce these things 
(it takes 8 solid hours to make the printing plates for 
just a single country map) and invite both collectors and 
dealers to support this venture. One look at these Phila- 
telic Maps and the possibilities become apparent. It is 
only necessary to read the very many enthusiastic letters 
I am getting daily to realize that here is a device that 
will greatly increase interest in our hobby. 


The cost is $1.00 per year and for this yearly sum each 
subscriber will get 60 different maps the first year and 
100 or more, succeeding years. I hope to complete the 
program in about five years. Actually the maps are sent 
free as in addition I also send to each subscriber one or

$1.00 upwards. Present subscribers are getting stamps 
that are worth several dollars. 


Later on subscribers will have the chance to buy 
the maps at a nominal figure in sets as desired. After 
all any collector can use more than just one of a kind. 
Those received monthly, which do not fit in with any 
collector’s needs. should be saved up and presented to 
some junior collector. 


Remittance should be in the form of a dollar bill. 
None of these new postal notes as they are not —_ 
in Canada. 


The Philatelic Maps are sent out monthly and with 
them come other informative circulars or various offers. 
Collectors joining now, will start with the first set. No 
unsolicited approvals are sent out at any time. 


Might mention here that it would pay any collector 
to get on my mailing list service, even if the idea of 
Philatelic Maps arouses no interest. This is but one of 
several projects I have lined up.

Former Marine Uncovers 
Very Rare Manuscript 





Twenty-seven years ago, a de- 
tachment of United States Mar- 
ines landed at the town of Char- 
lotte Emalie, Puerto Rico, to take 
over the defense of Caribbean 
water in the early days of the 
first World War. Among them 
was Topkick Roger Karcher, now 
an executive at the Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Co., Detroit. 


Soon after landing, Karcher 
and his men discovered an old 
shack, long’ since abandoned, 


which contained many items of 
curio collectors dream—dueling 
swords, pirate pistols, and other 
weapons used in the days of the 
Spanish Main. Souvenir collect- 
ing was popular in the Marines 
even then. All of Karcher’s men 
brought something back. His 
only souvenir, however, was a 
weather-beaten old letter, dated 
May 15, 1813, with the name of 
the island; “Martinique”, hand- 
stamped in an oblong coupon oc- 
tagon on the back of the letter. 
This letter lay forgotten in his 
old war sack for nearly 30 years. 
Recently, however, he consulted 
several philatelic experts who 
were unable to place a value on 
the handstamp—since it goes 
back to days before anything 


listed in Scott’s catalogue, the 
philatelic bible. The experts 
agree, however, that it is un- 


doubtedly the only cover of its 
kind in existence today. 

Ship insurance was unknown 
in the days when one of the 
Anderson brothers was a Carib- 
bean skipper on the frigate Bar- 
bados, carrying inter-island pas- 
sengers. During rough weather, 
the rigging of the Barbadoes be- 
came fouled up and she was for. 
ced to put into an emergency 
port for repairs. The other An- 
derson brother apparently owned 
the ship for he speaks of paying 
$350 to settle claims of passen- 
gers” who were delayed while 
the ship was being refitted and 
the skipper recovered from ague 
and fever.

My dear King: 

Upon the return of my brother from your island (Virgin Islands) 
sometime back I found that he had been under the necessity of hav- 
ing some repairs done to the Barbados in consequence of the bad 
weather they sustained and that he had left several claims unsettled: 
shortly afterward I had occasion to write our friend (name) when I 
requested him as I was much hurried to call on you and say that I 
could not then write to you. I have since paid about $350 by draft 
and he informs me that the chief part due remains with you. Unfor- 
tunately my brother on his return here staid but a few days and dur- 
ing that period he was almost entirely confined to bed with fever and 
ague and he has carried with him the most essential papers. 

I have written by his conveyance to have payment if possible en- 
forced through Mayor (name) and if received to be applied to the 
liquidation of your claim but should this not be accomplished I shall 
in all the next month provide otherways for you.

Front cover :—Name of addressee very legible. 

Postage :—The figure “2” in the upper right hand of front cover indicates cost of mailing. 

Stamp :—‘‘Martinique”’, handstamped on back of cover in oblong octogon, very legible. 

Seal :—In 1813 it was the custom to seal letters of importance on the reverse side, after 
folding, with a seal or sealing wax. Upon opening, the sealing wax was torn off, and 
with it a small piece of the back cover. 

Condition of the paper:—Due to extreme age the paper is now somewhat fragile although, 
with the possible exception of folds or seams, is not likely to crack otherwise if 
handled carefully. 

Contents of cover:—A resume of the contents is included in attached newspaper release; 
and a verbatim copy of the contents is attached hereto. The contents of the original 
cover is very easily read after one has become accustomed to the handwriting style.

In Affemp! To Cause 
Distrust Among Allies 


Writing under a Washington 
date line, George A. Scott gives 
some unusual information in the 
Milwaukee Journal of March 17th. 
Without information to vouch for 
the facts as stated we clip por- 
tions of this article as being of in- 
terest to our readers.

Washington. D. C.—Postage 
stamps are weapons of war for 
both the allies and the enemy 

Whether or not the letter writer 
realizes it, most of the stamps 
he sticks on letters represent war 
propaganda of some description. 

Most of the propaganda, both 
Allied and enemy, has been legi- 
timate pictorial presentation of 
the nation’s war effort. but the 
Germans, faseist [Italians and 
Japanese have often gone a step 
further. 

Germany has turned out forger- 
ies of British stamps for circula- 
tion among Swedish collectors, ac- 
cording to reports from Stockholm. 
Apparently seeking to spread the 
idea that Britain sold out to Rus- 
sia, the Nazis substituted Stalin’s 
picture for that of Queen Eliza- 
beth and added the words “SSSR 
—Britannia” and “Teheran 28-11- 
43” on a 1937 British stamp origi- 
nally issued to commemorate the 
coronation of Britain’s present 


rulers. 
Anti-Semintic Stamp 

Another Nazi forgery altered a 

1935 British stamp by  substitu- 
ting Stalin’s portrait for that of 
King George V and added a ham- 
mer and sickle, star of David and 
the inscription “This is a Jewish 
war.” 
Another reported se€ of Nazi 
“inspirations” were current Brit- 
ish stamps which had been over- 
printed with the words “Liquida- 
tion of the Empire” and one of the 
following place names: Singapore, 
Bahamas, Trinidad. Bermuda. St. 
Lucia, Jamaica. Apparently the 
Nazis were referring to British 
colonies lost to the enemy or those 
where naval-air bases have been 
established by this country . 

The forgeries, even though they 
were cleverly mixed in with gen- 
uine British stamps, failed to fool 
Swedish collectors. 

Fascist Italy’s contribution to 
stamp propaganda includes a 
stamp picturing the basilica of San 
Lorenzo Fuori le Mura in Rome, 
with a Latin inscription reading 
“The fury of the enemy de 
stroys”—an obvious attempt to 
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ALFRED G. BOERGER 


blame Allied airmen for bombing 
the amcient church, 
Japs’ Efforts Crude 

Japan didn’t go to the trouble 
of printing many new postage 
stamps to propagandize its con- 
quest of the Philippines. Instead. 
the Nipponese simply confiscated 
Philippine stamps, blacked out the 
words “United States of Amer- 
ica” and printed new money val- 
ues on several issues. On one 
stamp the English inscription 
“Congratulations fall of Bataan 
and Corrgegidor 1942” was add- 
ed. On another the Japanese add- 
ed the slogan “First anniversary 
of great Asiatic war’ and the 
date ‘‘12-8-42.” 

One new Japanese stamp, issued 
for homeland circulation, pictur- 
ed a map of Manila bay. with Ma- 
nila, Bataan peninsula and Cor- 
regidor labeled. A Japanese sol- 
dier stands at one side and a Ja- 
panese flag, warship and plane 
are on the other side. 

On the first anniversary of the 
start of the war the Japanese 
turned out a stamp for use in the 
homeland which pictured the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor,

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EMULATING THE OSTRICH 


With the usual introduction that is.so common in the Philatelic 
Press today, that is, in papers other than this one. we find in Don 
Houseworths Stamp Review’s statement that “a contemporary stamp 
publication” ets., and then Don goes on to tell of the subscriber to 
our paper who wanted his subscription canceled 
because we printed pictures of German postage 
stamps. Don did not say that the article was in 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News for that would be free 
publicity for Linn’s Weekly and it seems that all 
of the other papers are afraid to mention any other 
paper by name. In the old days there was a friend- 
ly rivalry among philatelic publishers and although 
they occasionally boiled the other fellow in oil, 
they were all friendly. We can not help after read- 
ing the article by our good friend Houseworth, but 
think that he must be touched by a bit of spring 
fever. Certainly one of the best ways to keep a 
check on what the other fellow is doing is to know 
George W. Linn what he is doing and that means to watch him 
and record his acts and deeds in order that we may have fore- 
warning. 

I have no love for the acts of the German Government or the 
Japanese government but I am still sane enough to believe that the 
fault lies with those governments. I feel confident that a new crop 
of children in either country could be brought up under our govern- 
ment, and taught our ideals and beliefs and that they would turn out 
to be as good people as you and I. 

We still have plenty to work on in our own country however 
for we have many underprivileged children who could be made bet- 
ter citizens. In so far as the present grown up population of both 
Japan and Germany are concerned I would gladly see Fuji erupt 
and destroy them all and as for the Germans, they are a different 
breed that can best be cured by about 100 years of strict control. 

We must keep contact with them, we must associate with them 
through our occupational forces and we can not get away from them 
unless we destroy them. This I feel should be done to the group that 
is most responsible for the present situation for only by destroying 
the seed can we prevent the plan: from blooming again. 

Our own Governments are most responsible for any and all of 
these situations which arise within any country and develop to a 
point where they cause trouble and become dangerous and event- 
ually disastrous. 

We have in the past, welcomed with open arms, large groups of 
emigrants from many other lands. What should first be done when 
these people are admitted to our shores is to have them sign a state- 
ment that they intend and hope to make their home here, that they 
intend and want to become Americans. If not, deport them after 
three years. With this thought in mind we should cause them to 
learn our language so that they could read our papers and books and 
then as rapidly as possible lead them away from the foreign lan- 
guage books and papers of their homeland. If they want to be Amer- 
icans, make them Americans, get rid as fast as possible of every 
gemblance of the old land from which they came, have them adopt 
eur customs and our way of life and our literature. 

As it is today, they come over here and raise children and then 
go ahead in the same old fashion, trying to bring them up as good 
Germans, good Poles, good Swedes. What we want in this country is 
good Americans and the sooner we start working on that line the 
better off we and the children of these people will be. 

We can not ignore these problems so long as we create them, 
permit them and try to live with them. If we should follow the plan 
as suggested by Mr. Houseworth and omit from our papers anything 
about the Germans or the Japanese we would be acting like that 
famous old bird, the ostrich, who thought by hiding his head that 
he was hiding himself. 

If we are to meet our enemy on grounds of equality we must 
know him and the publication in our paper last week of the com- 
plete list of Japanese Occupation stamps for the Philippine Islands 
should give anyone a better understanding of the cunning of the 
Japanese. 

So soon as the war is over our Scott Catalogue will list ali 
known German and Japanese stamps of the past warring years and 
that is as it should be. 

Wars and atrocities are terrible, why look only at the present 
ene. Any student of history could go back and find ready excuse for 
having barred the Germans and some of the other nations from this 
world long ago. 

Unless we destroy them we must live with them and so long as 
we must do that we are far better prepared if we know all that we 
ean learn about them.

Richmond—The Patrick Henry 
Memorial Foundation announces 
that a special cachet will be ap- 
plied to all mail from Red Hill, 
Charlotte County, Virginia, on 
May 29, “to commemorate the 
creation of the first national me- 
morial to Patrick Henry, the fath- 
er of liberty for all the peoples of 
the world, on the 209th anniver- 
sary of his birth.” August Dietz 
Jr., of Richmond, is cachet ehair- 
man for the Foundation. ° 

Special significance is attached 
to this cachet, not only because it 
will be applied at Red Hill, the 
last home and. resting place of the 
“voice of the revolution, but be-

‘The Red Cross is the greatest 
humanitarian movement ever es- 
tablished by mankind. It operates 
continuously, in times of peace or 
in times of war, bringing relief 
to the unfortunate victims of na- 
ture’s catastrophes or man’s own 
violence. 

In times of War, the work of the 
Red Cross is greater and its ef- 
forts are highly published. Every- 
one knows about the wonderful 
Red Cross when a war is on. 

And everyone knows that the 
Red Cross needs tremendous sums 
pf money to carry on its work. 

Because we are at war, and be- 
pause everyone is conscious of the 
activities of the Red Cross, and 
because the need is great, we be- 
lieve that the proposal to issue a 
semi-postal stamp NOW is very 
much in order. 

The idea of raising funds 
through use of a_ semi-postal 
stamp is not new. It has been used 
by scores of countrieS to raise 
funds for various charitable or- 
ganizations and is right now being 
used by many countries to raise 
funds for the Red Cross organi- 
vations of foreign lands. 

Such a stamp is just what the 
name we have given it—semi- 
postal—implies. It has two values 
printed on its face. “3c. plus 1c” 
for instance. The three cent part 
of the stamp is a regular postage 
stamp. Applied to any letter it 
will serve the same purpose as 
my ordinary postage stamp. But 
for such a stamp you pay four 
tents. The extra: cent is your con- 
tribution to the Red Cross. The 
Post Office collects the cent from 
you and turns it over to the Red 
Cross in a lump sum with all of 
the other cents that have been 
timilary paid in by hundreds of 
thousands of others 

There isn’t any more work in- 
volved in the collecting, by the 
Post Office, of this extra fee than 
that which is now performed by 
hundreds of thousands of busi- 
hesses, small and large, in collect- 
ing the government taxes on cos- 
metics, drugs, and all of the other 
small articles that are being sold 
daily throughout our nation. The

From this source we learn that 
the amount raised by the sale of 
the seals in 1943 was $12,521,494,- 
00. In 1942 it was over nine mil- 
lion, in 1941 over seven million 
and from 1923 to 1941 the annual 
sales of seals produced an average 
annual income of close to five mil- 
lion dollars! 

National Tuberculosis seals are 
not postage stamps. They are not 
sold at the Post Office. They are 
on sale generally for only one 
month each year—between 
Thanksgiving and New Years. 
They may not be used to decorate 
the face of an envelope placed in 
the mail. Thus their use is res- 
tricted almost solely to decorating 
the back flaps of Christmas greet- 
ing cards and gift packages placed 
under the Christmas tree. Yet, 
with this limited use, the sale of 
National Tuberculosis seals total- 
ed over twelve and one half mil- 
lion dollars in 1943! 

How much more could be raised 
for the Red Cross by the use of an 
actual postage stamp that could, 
and would, be used on letters and 
the use of which need not be res- 
tricted to merely one month of the 
year! 

Nor would the issuing of a Red 
Cross semi-postal stamp interfere 
with the sale of Tuberculosis 
Christmas seals. In fact, the plan 
could be used to enhance the sale 
of Tuberculosis seals by with- 
drawing the sale of Red Cross 
semi-postal stamps during the 
month of December. There need 
be no conflict between these two 
great humanitarian organizations. 
The citizens of our Nation want to 
support both. They have given 
ample evidence of this with their 
contributions in the past. 

Nor would the issuing of a Red 
Cross semi-postal stamp interfere 
with the present method of raising 
funds through the annual Red 
Cross Roll Call. The citizens, who 
now are members of the Red Cross 
will wish to continue to be mem- 
bers and will continue to pay their 
membership ‘“‘dues” each year. 

The issuing of a semi-postal 
Red Cross Stamp will add immea- 
surably to the amounts now col- 
lected. Such stamps will make it 
possible for millions of our citi- 
zens, who are now not reached by 
the annual Red Cross Roll Call, to 
contribute their “widow’s mite” 
to the great cause. 

Only a very small percentage 
of our citizenry is reached at pre- 
sent by the Red Cross Roll Call. 
Many millions of our citizens 
would like to contribute some- 
thing but fee] ashamed to make so 
small a contribution as a few 
cents—so they give nothing. 

The issuing of a Red Cross semi- 
postal stamp will make it possible 
for every citizen of the United 
States to give a sum as little as 
only one cent if he, or she desires. 
With such stamps available, busi- 
ness firms will be inclined to pur- 
chase a percentage of Red Cross 
stamps each time they buy regular 
postage stamps. Even as few as 
one hundred of these stamps pur-

chased, each month, by business 
firms would realize an annual 
contribution of many millions of 
dollars. We believe that every 
business using Uncle Sam’s mail 
will make a regular practice of 
taking a small number of the 
semi-postal stamps each month. 


We are philatelists and, as such, 
are interested in a Red Cross 
Semi-postal stamp because it will 
give us an opportunity to make a 
substantial contribution to this 
great cause. Our own contribu- 
tion, as stamp collectors, would, 
in addition to using such stamps 
on our mail, be in the form of the 
stamps we would purchase for our 
collections. This measured by past 
performances of other stamps we 
have purchased for our collections, 
would reach a very substantial 
sum. It would, in all probability, 
reach a total of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. In addition the 
post office would benefit threefold 
since such an amount for each 
stamp would bring three cents to 
the Post Office and none of those 
purchased for collections would 
ever be.used! This additional rev- 
enue to the post office would run 
well over a million dollars and 
would amply cover the additional 
cost that might be incurred by the 
Post Office in handling the sale of 
a Red Cross Semi-Postal Stamp. 





BASE P. 0. CANCELS 


With further reference to the 
Base Post Office Cancellations 
which we mentioned recently, we 
have a letter from Mr. W. 
Foster of Jamaica Plains, Mass. in 
which he states that he has the 
following numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
7, 9, 11, 20.

Defiver Y-Mail 
Minus Envelopes 


Paris, March 18—To save paper, 
manpower and time, V-mail for 
soldiers on the continent is being 
delivered without envelopes, Brig 
Gen. R. B. Lovett, ETO adjutant 
general, announced yesterday. 

Fifteen new high-speed folding 
and sealing machines have been 
installed in the Paris V-mail sta- 
tion—now in full operation— 
which fold the letters blank side 
up so that only the address is 
visible. A thin line of mucilage is 


sealing the letters and ensuring 


To make sure when opening 
that the inner surface is not torn 
and the legibility of some of the 
words destroyed. the letter should 
be unsealed carefully, working 
from. the inside to the outer edge. 
Twenty five tons of envelopes 
a month will be saved by the new 
system.
